The sight was atrocious, while tlie cries oi 
distress from tlie tortiued animals made spec- 
tators turn away. From the mouths of th» 
calves and sheep hung tongues swollen and 
blackened, while the hogs were being Inter- 
nally killed by tlie melting of their own 
fat. 
All day long the sun beat down upon 


the wretched animals, and the neighbor- 
hood of tlie cars heard little save pitiful 
wails.

From all over New 
England The Herald's report* show a state 
uf politics very dangerous to the Blaine men. 
Sanguine but well-informed men in Massa- 
chusetts assert that with faithful, hard work 
that state can be carried for Clveland, and 
they add that the effort will be mads. New 
Hampshire Democrats claim they can carry 
chat state, unless they are swamped by the 
Portsmouth navy yard.

Yet in such 
a canvass, with an excellent and popular 
candidate, the Republican vote was so cut 
down that in any one of a half dozen im- 
portant btates a like loss would give the 
electoral votes to the Democrats.

If 
Blaine is to be elected the party 


throughout the country must do very dif- 
ferently from the party in Vermont, but 
there was every reason to suppose that 
Blaine would be stronger in Vermont than 
in New York, or New Jersey, or Ohio, or 
Indiana, or Connecticut 
Party feeling is 


far stronger there than in either of the states 
named, and it is of the kind which, if any- 
thing could, would induce Republicans to 
overlook Mr. Elaine's defects. Nay more, 
there, if anywhere, the defection of the In- 
dependents would be resented as an act of 
disloyalty, which all true Republicans 
should rally to rebuke and crush out, at the 
first chance, which was on the 2d of Sep- 
tember.
